room. Into which the light was admit¬ 
ted ibropgb a little round bole Iu one 
aide. The rays of light coming from 
objects outside of this room entered It 
through this aperture ond made a pic¬ 
ture on the other side of the room glow-, 
log in all the beauty nod color of ua- 
tore Itself, but rather Indistinct and 
Uptmie down. 

This dark room waa contrlvwl by Por¬ 
ta alto at the middle of the sixteenth 
century. lie Improved It biter by plac¬ 
ing a glass lens In the aperture and 
rntshle :i mirror which received the 
ray*of light and reflected them through 
tlie lens so that that Image upon the 
opposite w-ll within was made much 
brighter, mere distinct and In a natu¬ 
ral or erect po*lt)ou. This was re.-tUy 
the first camera uiwcura. an luvenllou 
whlrtt’ls cujoycd to tbe present day, 
being situated often upon a hilltop, 
where a picturesque country surround¬ 
ing may lie reflected through a lens 
which Is placed In the ceotcr of the 
conical roof. 

Now. our modern photographic cam¬ 
era Is merely a small camera obscure 
Ip Its simplest form, carry lug a lens at 
one end nud tl ground glass screen at 
the other.
